More Testimony Ruled Out, 

Mrs. Lemp was asked about a gold 
efoss her baby wore and which her 
husband took from the baby’s neck, but 
the Court would not let her answer. 

She told of coming home from a long 
visit and said that Mr. Lemp did not 
kiss her. 

“Did you use the auto. very much?” 

“No; I was ordered by Mr. Lemp not 
to use it.’’

Mrs. Lemp was asked to tell all about 
her signing of the paper introduced in 
evidence Monday in which she had 
agreed to never try and influence a 
child of the marriage in its-. religious 
beliefs. 

“One evening, shortly before we were 
married, Mr. Lemp showed me a paper 
which he asked me to sign, agreeing 
that [I would not try to influence our 
children, if we should have any, in a 
religious Way until the child was 16 
years old. I told him I could not do 
that, but I would agree to not influence 
a child religiously before it was 7 years 
old, 

‘He said to me: 
that?’ 

“I replied that I would. He asked 
me then if I would sign an agreement 
to that effect. I said: ‘Can't you take 
my word?’ He answered: ‘Yes, but I 
have had to sign a paper before the 
Archbishop agreeing that I will not in- 
terfere with your religious training of 
our children and now I want you to 
do this for me.’ ” 

“You agreed to sign it?’ 

“Yes.”’ 

“I suppose at that time he had a 
powerful influence over you?’

Will Be Election Commission- 
er if He Doesn’t Succeed 
Mulvihill.

J EFFERSON CITY, Feb. 43.—Gov. 
Hadley, who has just returned from St. 
Leuis, told the Post-Dispatch corres- 
pondent -today that he will name a new 
Excise Commissioner for St. Louis with- 
in the next few days. 

At the same time he intimated that 
he was not considering any aspirants 
for Mulvihill’s place outside of Henry 
Droste, August J. Lang and Joseph P. 
Methudy. 

The prevailing opinion of the Repub- 
lican leaders is that the place will go 
to Droste, although Lang has been a 
formidable candidate since the Gov- 
ernor’s visit to St. Louis. 

Droste Sure of a Place, 

be stated on the highest au- 
however, that if he does not 
capture the excise commissionership 
Droste will be, appointed a member of 
the Board of Election Commissioners. 
Mr. Droste has not applied for either 
position, and the fact that we is now 
the leading candidate for Excise Com- 
missioner is due to the activity of the 
Republican members of the House of 
Representatives from St. Louis and the 
St. Louis Republican Central Committee, 
so the Governor's friends say. 

Although Droste is leading the other 
excise candidates, it is known that Gov. 
Hadley is giving serious attention to 
August ». Lang. While the anti-Howe 
wing of the Republican party is oppos- 
ing Droste, the Howe men are making 
vigorous attacks on the Lang candidacy. 
Lang's political enemies have told the 
Governor that he is too close to “Con- 
nie’’ Busch and other Tenth Ward lead- 
ers who have been affiliated with the 
old Ziegenhein group. Lang's selection, 
these men say, is favored also by the 
Busch and Lemp Brewery interests. 

Benjamin Schnurmacher, xepublican 
member of the St. Louis Election Board, 
was Gov. Hadley's original choice for 
Excise Commissioner. 

Strenuous Time in St. Louis. 

“While in St. Louis,”” said the Gov- 
ernor today, ‘“‘I urged Mr. Schnurmach- 
er to accept another term as Election 
Commissioner. He refused. I then ten- 
dered him the excise commissionership 
and this also he declined to consider. 

“My St. Louis trip,was in every way 
satisfactory. It convenced me of one 
thing. Jefferson City is a good place 
to take the rest cure. I am awfully 
glad to get back. If I had not been 
accustomed to strenuous campaigning, 
I don’t know how I should have stood 
the St. Louis ordeal. The onslaught of 
politicians began early in the day and 
was not ended when I took my de- 
parture. 

“It was a record-breaking day in my 
life,” concluded the Governor as he 
reached for a small bottle In his desk 
and began to apply a soothing lotion 
to his right arm.

9—A divorce to 
Alexander, the only 
daughter of the late Gen. Joseph T. 
Torrence of Chicago, has been granted 
in France, according te an announce- 
ment made by J. Aspinwall Hodge, a 
New York attorney. Mr. Hodge sent 
out the following statement last night: 

“The matrimonial difficulties of Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry A. Alexander, formerly 
of this city, have been concluded by & 
decree in the court in Toulon, France, 
where cross-actions for divorce have 
been pending for some time, which 
grants the petition of Mrs. Alexander 
for a divorce from her husband and 
dismisses the petition filed by him.’’ 

Henry A. Alexander was formerly 
counsel for the American Embassy at 
Paris. His wife left their villa at 
Hyeres, France, in January, 1908, com- 
plaining of domestic troubles and the 
divorce suits followed. 

Story of Elopement. 

At the time Mrs. Alexander and her 
husband separated it was said that she 
had eloped with William Graham 
Blackiston, an English attorney, who 
had been a guest at the Alexander 
home. Blackiston immediately notified 
the Illinois Trust and Savings Bank in 
Chicago, trustee of Mrs. Alexander's 
property, of his appointment as attor- 
ney for Mrs. Alexander and demanded 
that her property, estimated at $200, 000, 
be turned over to him. 

The husband contested this claim, and 
for a time the property was tied up. 
Mrs. Alexander inherited the fortune 
from her mother. who was the widow 
of the wealthy Chicago tronmaster. 

Mrs. Alexander is less than 40 years 
old and is still a beautiful woman.

ZEIGLER, Ill. Feb. 9.—Another ex- 
plosion in Joseph Leiter’s ‘hoodooed” 
mine here at 10:45 a. m. today cost two 
lives and the fatal injury of a third 
man. The victims were searchers for 
the bodies of those who perished in an 
explosion in the colliery fire five weeks 
ago. 

Today's explosion was not serious so 
far as pliysical damage was concerned, 
but it caused 16 panic-stricken workmen 
to make a mad rush for the shaft. In 
the struggle to escape M. Palmer, a 
white man, and Lawson Kimbie, a ne- 
gro, fell into a pool at the bottom of 
the shaft and were drowned. A third 
man Was fatally crushed. 

Twenty-six miners were killed in an 
explosion in the Leiter mine in January. 
Leiter and his bride led the rescuers 
who searched the ruins after the acci- 
dent. Nineteen bodies were recovered, 
but before the other seven could be 
taken out the mine was closed by order 
of the State authorities, 

The order was rescinded recently, and 
today’s explosion occurred while another 
searching party was going through me 
works.

Flight From Indianapolis June 
5 Will Be Next Aeronaut- 
ical Event.

NEW YORK, Feb. 9.—Since the an- 
nouncement of the World-Post-Dispaich 
Fulton flight airship contest, each day 
brings forth fresh indications of greater 
activity and more widespread interest 
among. aeronauts. The Aero Club of 
America announced yesterday that it 
would hold its first grand prize bai- 
loon race from Indianapolis on’ Satur- 
day, June 5. 

This race will be the first national bal- 
loon contest in America, and it is ex- 
pected that it will be the most impor- 
tant aeronautical event ever held in 
this country up to the present time. 
There are at present 18 certified balloon 
pilots in this country, and they are ali 
expected to start. 

But in addition to this number, it Is 
said other members of the Aero Club 
of America, or its affillated associations, 
will qualify as pilots before the race, 
and it is anticipated that more balloons 
will start from Indianapolis in June 
than have ever started in any similar 
race in America. 

The prize to the winner will be a gol 
cup of at least $1000 value. This cup 
is offered by the Aero Club of America, 
and will be the property of the win- 
ner, who will be known as the national 
balloon champion. A new cup will be 
offered by the Aero Club for an indefi- 
nite period. 

Besides the cup which is offered by 
the Aero Club, it is certain that at 
least $2000 in cash prizes will be offerag 
by the various civic organizations of 
Indianapolis. 

It was also announced by the Aero 
club of America that Albert C. Triaca. 
one of the entrants fuer The World-Post- 
Dispatch Fulton flight, had donated a 
gold medal valued at $100 for disposal 
by the club, and it was decided at a 
meeting of the Board of Directors to 
award it to the pilot who is a member 
of the organization, and who during the 
year makes the best record in an aero- 
plane flight. 

Expressions of commendation for the 
World-Post-Dispatch contest continue 
to pour in from all sections of America. 
An enthusiastic interest has been roused 
in sections where it was supposed aero- 
nautics were still a sealed book. Dr.

it was not until the Post-Dispatch appealed 
to Gov. Hadley and the State Legislature that 
the House of Delegates could be inducec to agree 
to a reasonable measure providing for a Public 
Utility Commission as an initial step to the reg- 
ulation of public utility corporations in this city. 
The fear that the Legislature would deprive the 
Municipal Assembly of the power to regulate 
such corporations has stirred the House to activ- 
ity. 

But what guarantee is there that the creation 
of a commission will be followed by beneficial 
regulation? Experience in driving the House 
of Delegates to take the first step offers no prom- 
ise of efficient regulation. When the commis- 
sion has been created, has investigated the public 
utility rates and services and has reported its 
fidings and recommendations, it will be neces- 
sary for the Municipal Assembly to act before 
the public receives benefits. 

The history of the efforts of Kansas City and 
St. Joseph to obtain benefits under the Cooper 
enabling act does not hold out hope of efficient 
regulation. The Kansas City Commission has re- 
ported one minor betterment in service which 
has not been acted upon by the City Legislature. 
Nothing has been done by the St. Joseph Com- 
mission or Council. 

We are no longer hopeful of good results from 
regulation by local legislatures, The influences 
against efficient measures are so powerful and 
can be exerted so effectively on local bodies that 
the hope of effective action is dim. Moreove, 
the operation of suburban street car lines is tied 
up with that of lines within the city. Rates af- 
fecting the city but outside of its jurisdiction can- 
not be regulated by the Municipal Legislature. 
A large part of the population of the State is de- 
prived of the benefits of regulation. 

In view of the conditions existing in the cities 
which militate against real regulation in the 
interest of the people, and the situation in the 
towns and the districts adjacent to the large ciies, 
we believe that the best solution of the utility 
regulation problem lies in a State Commission. 

Gov. Hadley favors a State Commission. He 
favors aiso thorough regulation. His own ex- 
perience in enforcing railroad regulation acts has 
enlightened him on the subject of regulative laws 
and methods. He could not do a more valuable 
service for the people than to co-operate with the 
State Legislature in obtaining a sound law for 
the. creation of a State Commission for the 
regulation of public utility corporations, and to 
appoint a commission which will do the work as 
it should be done. 

It would be a notable achievement for the State 
Legislature to adopt a law which will assure the 
people protection from the oppression and abuses 
of public service corporations. 

The fact that Senator Perkins does not agree 
with Mr. Roosevelt is sufficient explanation of 
the delivery of the Presfdential blow under the 
belt on the California Senator. All the op- 
ponents of the President are traitors to the 


country. 
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STATE SELFISHNESS SHOULD NOT PREVAIL. 

While there is some promise of a wiser second 
thought in the postponement by the California 
Assembly of further action on the Japanese school 
segregation bill until Wednesday, this promise is 
lessened by the radical utterances of Senator Ca- 
minetti in introducing the bill in the California 
State Senate. 

Senator Caminetti urges action on the matter, 
“ff for no other reason than to assert the sover- 
eignty of California, and the right to conduct and 
control our public school system rights, which are 
not and cannot, under our system of government, 
be the subject of treaty stipulation with any for- 
eign government.” The attitude thus taken is in- 
tended as a direct denial of the soundness of Sec- 
retary Root’s contention, on this same issue, that 
‘“‘the best interest of the whole country is always 
the true interest of every State.” " 

Should Caminetti’s argument prevail, Califor- 
nia will surrender herself to the dictation of State 
selfishness as against a due regard for the best 
good of the nation. The ultimate cost of such a 
course may be disastrous alike to California and 
the rest of the Union.

Mr. Garfield is qualified for the Order 
of Unveracity, by executive appoint- 
ment, through the publication of his 
testimony on the secret service before 
the House Committee on Appropriations. 
Mr. Garfield stated that the detail of

To determine how very wrong Mr.

Tawney, Smith and fhe other gentlemen 
I have mentioned above are responsible, 
had then been in effect, this action 
(Mr. Hitchcock’s transfer of secret serv- 
ice agents) would have been impossible, 
and most of the criminals would un- 
questionably have escaped.”’
